Evolution Libels Mankind, 


BIBLE CROWNS LOVE, 


Bryan Says in Last Article 


COMMONER ASSERTS

New York, July —(P)—Wiil- 
liam Jennings Bryan’s last formal 
utterance on evolution entitled “the 
Bible is good enough for me,” ap- 
pears in the current issue :of Col- 


lier’s weekly as am answer to claims 
for evolution made in the previous 
issue by Leonard Darwin, son of 
Charles Darwin. 

“The theory of evolution,’ Mr. 
Bryan says, “is dangerous to society. 
When one considers man but a ‘bun- 
dle of characteristics inherited from 
brute ancestors,’ as many evolution- 
ists do, it not only libels man, the 
greatest handiwork of the Almighty, 
but it paralyzes all efforts at re- 
form, 

“Followers of Darwin have carried 
this doctrine so far as to declare 
that pity and sympathy, the greatest 
of moral forces, are unmanly and in- 


ciless ‘superman.’ Few people who 
profess to believe in evolution have 
ever read Darwin. 

“All Darwinians are prone to un- 
derestimate the relative importance of 
environment. To argue that descend- 
ants inherit intelligence because 
physical laws is to ignore the fact 
that intelligent people surround their 
children with an environment that 
cultivates intellectual ideals and fur- 
nishes education opportunities to the 
children. 

“There is proof in abundance that 
a child born into a home where neither 
parent can read or write, may, in 
spite of such an inheritance, rise to 
intellectual heights, provided the en- 
vironment is favorable. 

“Most of our . great men in the 


United States come from the common 
people and it is no reflection upon 
the parent to say that a child sur- 
passes him in breadth of mental vision 
or in depth of intellectual enthusiasm. 
And this is not an evolution, because 
we have examples of ignorant chil- 
dren who were the descendants of in- 
tellectual parents. They simply lack 
the ambition and ideals that inspired 
industry. ‘This is not a defect that 
comes in the blood, but is the result 
of bad companions or bad habits. 
“Nothing could be more disastrous 


to the race than to have parents act 
according to the philosophy of evo- 
lutionists. If every parent, who lack- 
ing ‘education, attributed it to an in- 
herited defect and believed his children 
would inherit that defect, it would 
chill the spirit which has led parents 
to devote themselves to the improve- 
ment of their children. 

“Darwinism gives us the doctrine 
of despair; Jesus brought‘into the 
world the gospel of hope. 

‘“‘Darwinism enthrones selfishness; 
the Bible crowns love as the great- 
est force in the world.”

Bryan in Note 
To His Widow 


Swampscott, Mass., July 27.—(/ 
President Coolidge late today sent the 
following letter of condolence to the 
widow of William J. Bryan: 

“My dear Mrs. Bryan: 

“The sudden death of Mr. Bryan 
brought a sense of personal loss to 
Mrs. Coolidge and myself. It was 
only the other day that 1]... had been 
our guest at the white house. We 
wish to extend .to you and your fam- 
ily our most heartfelt sympathy. 

“Mr. Bryan has been a prominent 
figure in public affairs for a third of 
a century. He has been a leader in 
the advocacy of many moral reforms 
and was representative of the effort 
for purity in our political life. He 
was endowed with the great gift of 
eloquence. The sincerity of his mo- 
tives was beyond dispute. He was 
three times chosen head of a great 
political party and held the exalted 
office of secretary of state. His career 
was another example of what Amer- 
ican opportunity affords to those who 
have the will industriously to apply 
themselves. It would be difficult to 
find among his contemporaries any 
one with so large a circle of friends 
and acquaintances who had so gen- 
erously bestowed upon him their es- 
teem and confidence.

Gathered around the ‘house. of 
death today, in unceasing vigil since 
the bold spirit of the commoner left 
his body, were the members of ‘the 
prosecution counsel in the Scopes evo- 
lution trial, in whose association Mr. 
Bryan spent his last days and ef- 
forts. They never left his sleeping 
form nor removed themselves far from 
the sight of that placid face whose 
determined lines had softened into 
the untroubled calm of perfect rest. 

The dead man’s constant com- 
panions were the local lawyers, Sue 
K. Hicks. Herbert Hicks, Ben G. Me- 
Kenzie, Gordon McKenzie and Wal- 
lace Haggard. Repeated visits were 
paid to the Rogers home by Attor- 
ney General A. ‘T. Stewart, official 
head of the recent Scopes prosecu- 
tion, and by Judge John T. Raulston, 
who presided in that noted cause. 

His friends talked among them- 
selves of the vigor which Mr. Bryan 
had shown in the days preceding his 
unexpected death. At Winchester on 
Kriday the commoner had spoke to 
a vast throng of cheering men and 
women with his accustomed eloquence 
and power. On the return trip he had 
declared to the attorney general that 
he “felt fine.” 

Utterances Recounted. 

They spoke, too, of the heat and the 
long and bitterly contested fight over 
the Tennessee evolution law. ‘They 
felt that the strain of the trial with 
its oppressive weather and intensity 
of excitement had weakened the fun- 
damentalist leader's system and 
sapped his strength. They recounted 
the last utterances of Mr. Bryan and 
showed their deep grief at his de- 
parture.

The whole hue and cry for in- 
ereased tax moneys in Georgia has 
been, since 1914, the raising of the 
assessed values of land in the state. 
In other words, the farm lands and 
farm stock was the only visible prop- 
erty. Every tax receiver or tax of- 
ficial could see it plainly. The state 
five-mill rate could not be increased, 
and the scheme has been to increase 
the assessment. 

With all the legislation and tax 
equalization laws, neither city real 
éstate nor farming lands have been 
raised to a point where the assess- 
ments would amount to as much as 
oO per cent of their value, and this 
has been brought about by the high 
local rates of taxation in the towns, 
cities and counties, which, added to 
the state tax, constituted such a tax 
burden that much of the farming 


lands of the state have been foreed to 
tax sales. 

If the JArger part of the burden of 
state g6Overnment can paid by 
nominal, \reasonable state taxes on in- 
tangible personal property which now 
practically pays no taxes, the owners 
of farming lands in the country and 
the owners of real estate in the cities, 
can at least be relieved from some 
part of the state burden of taxation 
on real estate and farm _ personal 
property. 


Farmers and Intangible Assets. 


The agricultural interests of the 
state are vitally interested in the 
prosperity and success of the banking 
institutions of the state, and there- 
fore would violently oppose the levy 
of a tax of 4 or 5 per cent on money 
in bank. They are likewise interest- 
ed in the capitalistic classes of the 
state investing their money in manu- 
facturing. and commercial bonds, and 
also in stocks of non-resident corpora- 
tions, rather than in state and munici- 
pal tax-frée bonds at low rates of 
interest, because the ownership of the 
former tends to encourage the build- 
ing of manufacturing and commer- 
cial enterprises in the state, which 
are largely financed through bond is- 
sues, and a tax reform plan which 
can be enforced wjthout detriment to 
the owners of Intangible personal 
property and which will bring into 
the treasury of the state a large 
amount of revenue for the support 
of the state government, thereby less- 
ening the burdens on farm lands and 
farm property, will be a tax boon to 
the farmers of the ‘state, and at the 
same time will help keep up the state 
institutions in which the farmers are 
so vitally interested.

| New York, July 27.—No one knows 
' whether the government estimate is- 
sued last Thursday is correct, but it 
is undeniable that it has created a 
profound impression in the _ cotton 
trade. 

The indicated yield per acre in 
Texas has opened the eyes of mer- 
chants and manufacturers to the pos- 
sibliity of another cotton famine, and 
it is quite possible that in their eager- 
ness to obtain their requirements they 
;may drive the market very high be- 
fore the crop commences to move. 

The details of the report would in 
fact be really alarming if they were 
taken at their face value, for aside 
from the admitted insufficency of a 
crop estimated at only ° 13,588,000 
bales, there is the low yield per acre, 
which is put at 140 pounds for the 
whole area and at 101 pounds for 
Texas. Reflection upon these figures 
leads one to ask whether the south 
will continue to raise cotton unless 
some way of assuring a vield of more 
than 101 pounds per acre can be 
found. 

Certainly such a yield cannot be 
profitable, and neither the land own- 


| 


grow cotton unless a reasonable re 
(turn upon the labor and capital em- 
| Dloyed can be obtained. The imme- 
diate as well as the remoter outlook 
would therefore be very disturbing if 
'we could be certain that the govern- 
|} ment acreage and condition are cor- 
rect and that the estimate predicated 
upon them is anywhere near the fact. 
| But there are, thank heaven, good 
reasons to hope that the department 
(of agriculture may be wrong. One 
| reason is that on July 21 of last year 
| the same authority estimated the crop 
fat 11,904,000 bales, whereas 13.619.- 
| 000 bales were ginned. Another rea- 
; son is the growing mistrust of the 
olficial acreage estimate, and a third 
|is the belief that the mathematicians 
of the crop estimating board 
Surrounded themselves with such a 
cloud of figures that they cannot see 
the forest for the trees. 

Therefore, practical men do not 
have much faith in tee government 
‘findings. But it is realized never- 
‘theless that anything Unele Sam 
‘gives out may be regarded as inerrant 
by the thoughtless majority. The, re- 


have | 


sult is that substantial and intelli- 
gent operators are withdrawing from 
the cotton market. Such men do not 
care to subject themselves to hazards 


that are so incaleulable that they re- 
duce cotton speculation to the level 
of roulette, and trading will continue 
to contract as long as these abortive 
and premature crop estimates are is- 
sued. This explains why the cotton 
exchanges are doing so little at a 
time when all other exchanges are so 
busy. 

The main argument in favor of cot- 
ton futures is that they provide mer- 
chants and manufacturers with in- 
surance against risks that would 
otherwise be prohibitive. The insurers 
or underwriters are supposed to be 
the speculators who hope to profit 
by assuming the risks involved. For- 
merly the market was so broad that 
these underwriters could reimsure 
themselves at will when the risks they 
assumed became extra hazardous. 
Now thev have to face the chance 
of being locked in over a government 
report that may bankrupt them. [he 
consequence is that they are quitting 
the business and the cotton trade is 
rapidly getting into the condition in 
which the world’s trans-Atlantie com- 
merce found itself in 1916, when the 
submarine had made war risk insur- 
‘ance unobtainable except at exhor- 
bitant rates. 

These government

trade. Ultimately they will destroy 
it unless. they are abandoned, and 
those who are engaged in the cotton 
tutures business must bestir them- 
salves or find some other way to make 
a living, 

‘The next government report is due 
on August. S. It will be followed by 
janother on August 24. Until the lat- 
iter date, and for sometime thereafter, 
the price of ectton will depend upon 
the hopes and fears inspired by these 
| reports, 

In the intervals between their pub- 
lication comparatively dull markets 
are probable, as all speculative initia- 
tive has been killed by these frequent 
and «disturbing elements, and the value 
of cotton has ceased to be an economie 
(or commercial question.

‘Is Interesting Event 


The charm of Miss Anna Pratt and 
Mrs. K. Q. Heath as they sat on the 
veranda of the home in which they 
‘were born three-quarters of a century 
‘and more ago and regaled their guests 
‘with stories of.the past, will continue 
ia pleasant memory in the minds of 

the members of the Woman’s Civic 
‘Club of West End, who were fortu- 
‘nate enough to be able to attend the 
vic nie at Roswell Friday. 

Many interesting things of which 
| they told, transpired around the 
manse which was the home of their 
poured Dr. N. R. Pratt. During the 


ivil war planks at each side of the 
thalf story of the third floor were re- 
moved and the silver and other val- 
juables of the family hidden under the 
eaves. The planks were nailed back. 
To better keep the secret and also to 
‘allay any conscientious qualms about 
‘telling an untruth, they named one 
‘side Macon and the other side Au- 
gusta. If one wanted to know what 
had become of a certain hidden article, 
the answer was, “It has been sent to 
Macon” or “to Augusta” as the case 
might be. And though the house was 
used as headquarters during the war 
between the states for officers of the 
union forces, yet its treasures were 
found intact when its refugee own- 
ers returned from Augusta to take 
possession of it. 

The first pipe organ in the state 
of Georgia was bought to grace this 
home by Dr. Pratt. The time came 
when Dr. Pratt deemed it wise to send 
his family to Augusta though he him- 
self remained at his post of duty in 
Roswell. An officer of the invading 
army played a secular tune on. the 
orepan one Sabbath. Some one tapped 
him on the shoulder and reminded him 
that such nfusie must be very dis- 
tasteful to Dr. Pratt on Sunday. The 
officer took the trouble to look Dr. 
Pratt up in his study and apologize. 
A testimony of the, esteem and love 
in which he was held by friend and 
foe alike. 

On a slight elevation about 100 feet 
back from the boulevard sits the old 
church of which he was pastor. It 
is unchanged, but intsead of the 
voice which rang out from the pulpit 
for more than 40 years in suecession, 
there is a tablet erected in 1879 bear- 
ing this inscription, “In memory of 
our beloved pastor, Day N. R. Pratt. 
Remember the words that I taught 
you.” The stained glass windows cast 
a glow over ‘the boxed pews’ with 
cushions now faded to a soft green: 
upon which rich plantation owners 
aud their poorer neighbors sat before 
the war. Under the heaven-pointing 
steeple is the gallery in which the 
slaves were taught the rudiments of 
their masters’ religion. 

One ceased to wonder at the alert 
minds, the dignity and loveliness of 
Miss Pratt and Mrs. Heath as the 
background against which they were 
reared was sensed. Nor does one won- 
der at the religious fervor of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt when one realizes that 
at an early age his mother came be- 
neath the spell of Dr. Pratt’s pasto- 
rate, and that he blessed the union of 
the Bullock-Roosevelts.

“Conditions in Georgia are the same 
as in other states. In the industrial 
ilevelopment’of the state population 
and wealthghave been centered in 
about 10 counties. The other counties 
remain agricultural and the popula- 
tion is largely stationary. As a result 
of our present system in the distribu- 
tion of our school funds, a child who 
happens to be born and reared in any 
one of the other 150 counties of the 
State is penalized by the state educa- 
tional svstem to a life of mediocrity, 
and unless these inequalities are rem- 
edied it will be impossible for the 
average child from the average county 
fo secure more than a sixth grade edu- 
eation.

A new constitution for Georgia is 
not only desirable but almost man- 
datory if the state is to pregress as 
her citizens desire, in the opinion of 
Chief Justice Richard B. Russell of 
the Georgia supreme court, in a 
statement Monday. 

Chief Justice Russell came out 
fl-‘-footedly in support of the pro- 
posed resolution of Senator’ Ira 
Carlisle, of the Tth district, for the 
general assembly to eall a constitu- 
tional convention this winter. 

Incidentally, it came to light that 
Chief Justice Russell was the author 
of a bill calling for a constitutional 
convention in ISS5, eight years after 
adoption of the present instrument. 
He said the measure, which requires 
a two-thirds vote of the assembly, 
was lost by only three or four votes. 

“There are two reasons af least 
in favor of a new constitution.” Chief 
J stice Russell said. “They are.

S NEARING GLIMAR 


BY CHARLES M. M’CANN. 

London, July 27.—Departure ‘of 
mine leaders to attend the interna- 
tional miners’ meeting in Paris has 
shifted the eyes of Britain’s millions 
across the channel, where the next 
development in the coal crisis prob- 
ably will occur. Meanwhile the 
miners are tightening their belts in 
preparation for a siege of semi-starva- 
tion if the mine strike which menaces 
Britain begins as scheduled at mid- 
night on July 31. 

“At the moment we see no hope 
of averting the struggle unless the 
government courageously obtains the 
withdrawal of the owners’ proposals,” 
A. J. Cook, one of the most promi- 
nent of the mine leaders, said be- 
fore departing for Paris. “No agree- 
ment is possible which envisages 
longer hours or a penny per day re- 
in wages. We have com- 
pleted all preparations for the strug- 
gle.”’ 


Following 


conference with a 
trades union congress committee, 
Premier Baldwin personally took 
charge of the government efforts to 
mediate the mine trouble Monday. 
His step in taking over the task when 
the clouds are darkest is hailed by 
his countrymen as a portent of peace, 
but the disaster that awaits Britain 
if Baldwin fails is none the less fully 
appreciated. Tuesday Baldwin will 
meet the mine operators, with word 
from the miners that the latter de- 
mand unequivocal withdrawal of the 
operators’ proposals.
